□ Director: one FT dedicated employee to oversee all recreational and to capitalize 
on all/any opportunities for our town’s Parks and Recreational needs by 
representing our needs where need be (locally, county/ state wide etc.).

Overview of Current Town Facilities 

1. Moreau recreational Park (open year round)-sports fields, ice rink, tennis courts, 
batting cage, vball, tennis, basketball, playground, wooded trails, pavillions, 

concession stands, lavatories, maintenance building—soon a splash park and 
universal playground 

2. Sandbar beach (opens seasonally) -beach, swimming area with life guards, 
play ground, sports section (bball, vball), fishing, beach house with lavatories 

3. Old Town Hall in village (inactive)- 

4. Nolan Road river front (unknown and unused by the public) 

5. Old Sheriff’s building (inactive-used for storage) 


A. Current facility Upgrade Suggestions 

□ Upgrade Sandbar beach and beach house 

□ Convert old town hall in the village into teen tech center 

□ Convert current recreation garage into information/recreation dept, home 
base at the Betar Recreational park 

□ Develop Nolan Road river front (400 acres on the riverfront) 

□ Convert former Sheriffs station into a meeting/business incubator 

□ Trails 

□ upgrade and expand trails in the woods 

□ add lights 

□ add storyboards about history and or the environment on trails or Storywalks™ for kids 

O Signage upgrade for each facility and signage for directing traffic to facilities

□ Create an ongoing Parks and Recreation COMMUNITY leaders advisory committee 
with, the new athletic director at South High, a few board members, a few residents, a 
few league reps, a community center Hasson, business leaders (so the progress and 
vision does not solely rely on our “elected” officials-which can be subject to 
change)—with more buy in comes better results too.
